SAYS DRIVER 
TRAINING IN 
SCHOOL HELPS 
CUT ACCIDENTS 
A pioneer traffic safety educa­ 
tor refuted here today skeptics 
of high school driver education 
by claiming that it offers the 
greatest contribution to the solu­ 
tion of the “driver part" of the 
nation’s traffic problem. ’ 
The speaker was Amos E. 
Neyhart, director of the Insti­ 
tute of Public Safety at the 
Pennsylvania State University 
and consultant on driver educa­ 
tion for the American Automo­ 
bile Association. He was the 
speaker at an "early bird" 
breakfast this morning at 7 
o’clock at the Hotel Gettysburg 
The breakfast opened the final 
day of the Pennsylvania Associa­ 
tion for Safety Education’s 15th 
annual conference which opened 
Thursday at Gettysburg High 
School. 
"PACT* NOT FANTASY" 
It is a fact and not just fan­ 
tasy," Neyhart saki this morn­ 
ing "that driver education ta the 
schools helps reduce the acci­ 
dent rate for persons who re­ 
ceive that training." 
He pointed out that 40 re­ 
search studies show that stu 
dents who received top-quality 
instruction in a high school driv 
er education course have fewer 
violations end accidents than 
similar groups that have not 
bad such instruction. 
Citing the need for driver edu 
cation. Mr. Neyhart. who pio­ 
neered driver education in 1933 
at State College, 
Pa., High 
School, noted that when Btu 
dents have completed a top- 
quality driver education course 
taught by an accredited teacher 
and meeting State department 
of education standards, they are 
“more considerate, more cour 
teous, and better motoring cit! 
sens than those who have not 
received such instruction." 
SOM! CONTROVIRSY 
The traffic safety specialist 
stressed that driver education 
should be offered as a regular 
pert of the high school curricu­ 
lum including both class-room 
and practice driving instructions 
as a "must." 
Ha also praised the driver 
education teachers in the high 
schools who. be said, must com­ 
plete special courses and meet 
high certification requirements 
before being allowed to teach.

However, it stirred up plenty 
of comment about the section of 
Rule 1.11 which reads: “No 
player whose uniform does not 
conform to that of his team 
mates shall be allowed to par 
tictpate in a lame.'* 
Bragan noticed the sleeves of 
the windbreaker bulging from 
under the short sleeves of Wills’ 
shirt in the first inning—when 
the temperature was 97 degrees 
The umpires had a lengthy dis 
cussion with Wills and Los An­ 
geles Manager Walt Alston and 
decided to let the Dodger short 
stop wear the jacket after he 
pushed up the sleeves. 
"I finally decided to play the 
game under protest,” Bragan 
explained later. “I admit it was 
a technicality, but legally you 
can't wear something that sticks 
out. If he wore the windbreak 
cr so it didnt bulge, It might 
have been okay.

PRAYERS:

congressmen have voiced con 
cern that a campaign is under 
way to stampede Congress into 
amending the U.S. Constitution 
to permit prayers in public 
schools. 
Rep. B. F. Sisk, D-Calif., be­ 
coming the first witness to op­ 
pose such an amendment, told 
the House Judiciary Committee 
Friday the move was being 
whipped along by “right-wing 
extremists” and was an attack 
on the Supreme Court. 
Sisk, who said he was a mem­ 
ber of a fundamentalist Prot­ 
estant sect, declared the kind of 
amendments 
being 
proposed 
would amount to “religion by 
majority rule.” 
Sisk’s testimony was “Uke a 
bit of cool air in the heart of 
summer,” declared committee 
chairman Emanuel CeUer, D- 
N.Y., who has Ustened to more 
than 25 members of Congress 
urge an amendment to undo a 
Supreme Court decision and per 
mit prayers in public schools. 
“An attempt is being made 
to stampede Congress,” CeUer 
said.

Perhaps it hung 
from the front window of his 
mind all day long, and then im­ 
pressed him so deeply that he 
felt he had written enough in 
that journal for one day! 
But just take this idea and 
test it out in Nature and as ap­ 
plied to human life. The seed, 
planted in the ground, is victory 
born — because it was created 
in the first place to give life to 
another of its kind. And how de­ 
termined in every seed, plant.

Additional funds to give 
all driver training would mort 
than pay for itself in preventing 
loss through accidents. 
MUST PROMOTE SAFETY 
‘Every man can be either a 
victim or beneficiary of change, 
but he cannot be immune to it. 
We need to be so dedicated we 
will spend every waking hour pro­ 
moting traffic safety, speaking 
everywhere we can, influencing 
everyone we can. It takes time 
to awaken the public to a need— 
but the more we work. the sooner 
the public will meet the need. And 
we are slipping backward on the 
problem now.

Low moisture hey crop silages 
have several advantages, lf prop­ 
erty made, such objectionable 
odors common with htgh-moisture 
silage are eliminated. They pro­ 
vide flexibility at harvest time 
sod tend themselves well to 
"mechanized” feeding 
But to assure top quality si­ 
lage. especially in conventional 
tower silos, farmers must fol­ 
low the silage making rules 


The final silage can ha no bet­ 
ter than the crop harvested. So. 
cut forages early when feed 
quality is high. Use a hay con­ 
ditioner and then wilt in the 
field to a moisture of about 50 
to 55 per cent. This may require 
12 to 24 hours or more, depend­ 
ing on drying conditions. 
PACK TIGHTLY 
In order to get a good pack, 
chop the forage as short as pos­ 
sible and kaep cutter knives 
sharp. Then store in a tight si­ 
lo, one that is completely free 
of cracks that might admit, air. 
Fill the silo as rapidly at pos­ 
sible and distribute forage even- 
ly in the silo. Then pack en­ 
siled forage thoroughly 
Finally, fill the top four feet 
of your silo with higher mois­ 
ture forage 70 per cent more. 
Pack this thoroughly sad seal 
with a plastic cap or other seal. 
Farmers who hate followed 


these rules when making low 
moisture hay crop silage have 
been pleased with the results. 
However, if directions ara not 
followed with care, heavy nu 
trient losses can result. 
Placing this low-molsture for­ 
age in a trench or bunker allo 
is not recommended.

BERLIN (AP)—The betrayal 
of refugees has become a legal 
obligation in Communist East 
Germany. 
A new law, the text of which 
became available in West Ber­ 
lin today, says citizens living in 
areas bordering on West Ger­ 
many must report persons who 
•re illegally lh border areae or 
who violate border regulations. 
Failure to betray potential 
refugees would be punishable by 
jail terms of up to two years if 
other laws do not prescribe 
more severe punishment, or a 
fine of up to 2,000 east marks— 
$500 at the legal exchange rate. 
The law also orders a curfew 
from It p.m. to 5 a m. for resi­ 
dents of the border areas. 
A border area is 1,500 feat 
deep from the actual border 
line. 
An area three miles deep Is 
restricted to person! actually 
residing there and to those who 
have special passes issued by 
the police. 
Persons spending their holi­ 
days on the Baltic coast may 
not use sailboats with sails 
larger than 24 square feet and 
motorboats with motors af more 
than 2.5 horsepower. Boats may 
not leave the territorial waters 
of East Germany 
and can 
cruise only from dawn to dusk. 
Hundreds of refugees have es­ 
caped to Sweden and Danmark 
in small boats. 
The law also says that aU 
ships operating within the tent 
torial waters can ba stopped 
and searched and "persons who 
have committed a crime while 
crossing through the territorial 
waters can be arrested.” Help­ 
ing a refugee to ascape is a 
crime in East Germany. 
Ships can ba pursued to the 
high seas, the law says.

The letter calls the social revo­ 
lution in the United States a 
scale model of a universal is­ 
sue.

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Red China Faces 2 Major 
Crises In Next Decade As 
Younger Rulers Take Over 
By JOHN M. HIGHTON I ll 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Com­ 
munist China faces at least two 
major crises of leadership in 
the next IO or IS years as its 
aging rulers relinquish power to 
younger men, according to U.S. 
intelligence studies on once- 
secret Chinese military docu­ 
ments. 
U.S. 
officials 
believe 
the 
changes that will come about in 
these crises may profoundly al­ 
ter Red China's attitude toward 
the outside world, including the 
United States. 
Two other points which stand 
out in the intelligence reports 
are: I. Red China under the 
leadership of Mao Tse-tung is 
following a strategy of stale­ 
mate toward the United States 
while It concentrates on promot­ 
ing Red revolutionary move­ 
ments in underdeveloped coun­ 
tries, particularly in Africa. 
AOMIC SPROUTS 
2. The Chinese Reds are de­ 
voting considerable resources to 
a program for developing atom­ 
ic weapons though one of their 
military leaders estimated in 
January 1961 that if they got 
into a big war three to five 
years from then they would still 
have to rely on conventional 
weapons. Meanwhile, the Com­ 
munist party leaders take the 
position, according to one of the 
previously 
secret 
documents, 
that 
"although 
the 
material 
atomic bomb is important, the 
spiritual atomic bomb is more 
important"—apparently a state­ 
ment of faith in their own Com­ 
munist world view. 
TR1MINOOUS MAN POW IR 
The documents make clear 
that the Red Chinese leaders 
believe they cannot be defeated 
by long-range nuclear weapons 
—such as U.S. missiles—and if 
they were invaded they would 
rely on their vast military man­ 
power. One estimate is that in 
April 1961 there were supposed 
to be 200 million armed and or­ 
ganized militiamen. 
These conclusions and esti­ 
mates /ibout Red Chinese policy 
and strength are set forth in re­ 
search studies prepared for the 
State Department's Bureau of 
Intelligence and Research and 
based on military papers deal­ 
ing with both military and po­ 
litical issues which were circu­ 


lated in Red China in 1961. 
AID ASSISSMIMTS 
In testimony released today, 
Thomas L. Hughes, State De­ 
partment intelligence chief, told 
a House Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee that "the new materials 
gave us a look at the dark side 
of the moon in Communist 
China." 
Hughes also described the 
documents—obtained in an un­ 
disclosed manner—as "uniquely 
valuable" to the United States 
in assessing Chinese Communist 
strategy and tactics and *in 
shaping U.S. foreign policy. 
TRANSLATE PAPCRS 
The Red Chinese secret pa­ 
pers were analyed by various 
Chinese language experts. They 
were also declassified last year 
and were made available to 
scholars through the Library of 
Congress. They are still being 
translated. 
In connection with Hughes' re­ 
port that special studies had 
been made on them. The Asso­ 
ciated Press obtained from the 
State Department two studies— 
one by Ralph L. Powell of 
American University and ooe by 
John Wilson Lewis of Cornell 
University. Both men are ex­ 
perts on Communist Chinese 
affairs. 
In their separate reports to 
the State Department both de­ 
veloped the theory of crises in 
the Chinese Communist leader­ 
ship in some detail. 
DOUBTS MILITARY BULB 
Powell expressed the view 
that though at some moment of 
future crisis the military in 
China might have the possibil­ 
ity of seizing power for itself 
such a development was unlike 
ly and without precedent in the 
Communist movement. The mil­ 
itary will more likely play "the 
role of kingmakers." he said. 
He advanced the thesis that 
Mao Tse-tung who is TO, "will 
be replaced by death or retire­ 
ment within lee* then t dec­ 
ade." 
"But the whole top leadership 
of the party is an aging group," 
be said. "In IO years even the 
surviving alternate members of 
the present (Communist party) 
central committee will average 
about 66 years. Thus during the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rail­ 
road management and union 
negotiators will meet with fed­ 
eral mediators at the Labor De­ 
partment Monday to start writ- 
tag a detailed contract which 
will formally end one of the na­ 
tion's longest and most complex 
labor disputes. 
Both sides planned a weekend 
recess after nearly two weeks 
of intensive White House talks 
which ended ta an agreement 
late Wednesday, averting a na­ 
tionwide strike which had been 
scheduled for a minute after 
midnight Friday. 
In a White House ceremony 
Thursday, 
President 
Johnson 
congratulated 
the 
negotiators 
and urged both sides to "get 
back to the railroads and go to 
work" so both labor and man­ 
agement can prosper. 
It will take about a week to 
draw up the contract, and no 
difficulties are expected. Then 
it will take another IO days or 
so for the unions to vote their 
expected ratification of the con­ 
tract involving wages, jobs and 
working conditions. 
Both sides have expressed 
satisfaction with the pact which

CROWDS GREET 
JOHNSONS ON 
SOUTHERN TRIP

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mrs. 
Lyndon B. Johnson says she 
won't soon forget the little boy 
in the tiny Kentucky mountain 
town who breathlessly told her 
husband 
"Mr. 
President, 
no 
one ever comes to Inez.” 
And she still seems astonished 
at the sign held up in a crowd, 
"Tell ‘Him* and ‘Her’ Hello,” a 
greeting for the Johnsons’ pet 
Beagle dogs. 
Like everyone else, Mrs. John­ 
son went on Friday's four-state 
poverty swing "on short no­ 
tice.” She'd planned to return 
to Washington after attending a 
Democratic fund-raising dinner 
in Chicago with him Thursday 
night. But "Lyndon just thought 
I really ought to go and he 
wanted me to.” 
SHI MADI SPEECHES 
Not only did Mrs. Johnson go, 
she shook hands in the crowds, 
was crushed in the friendly, but 
jostling 
throngs 
and 
made 
speeches everywhere Johnson 
did. 
In a departing speech at tile 
Huntington, W Va., airport, Fri­ 
day night, the First Lady said: 
"We have seen a big slice of 
America, and although we have 
seen economic problems, we 
have also seen initiative and de­ 
termination, and just a lot of 
ways of attacking things.” 
INSPIRATIONAL TRIP 
She said this type of trip was 
tike a dose of adrenalin to John­ 
son. It was "the sort of a day 
that makes Lyndon feel like 
going hack and working harder 
to live up to the faith that he 
has found people having in him 
today." 
At Huntington, while she wait­ 
ed in the presidential plane fear 
Johnson to conclude his gover­ 
nors' conference before heading 
home. Mrs. Johnson said in an 
interview she thought it did her 
husband good to get out of 
Washington to meet the people. 
"I don't think Washington is 
a reliable thermometer to test 
the political temperature or a 
barometer of the way the wind 
is blowing,'' she said. 
ENJOYS TRIP 
Mrs. Johnson said she really 
likes to go on such trips with the 
President "except that I don’t 
get to take in as much as I Uke 
to. I'm not as fast acting, fast 
thinking and fast walking as he 
is.” 
In fact, Mrs. Johnson often got 
left behind in the hand-shaking 
as she slowed down to chat a 
bit or pat a child. 
She had to admit "I don’t 
really feel easy talking around 
my husband,” referring to mak­ 
ing speeches with him on the 
same platform. 
The 51-year-old First Lady 
finished her long day admitted­ 
ly a big weary, and the first 
thing she did was to daub her 
aching right hand with hand 
cream. The President had fared 
worse; 
his 
right 
hand 
was 
scratched 
and 
hurting

handshaking. 
"People don't exactly shake,” 
she explained, "they hold.”
